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Advisoty Action 

1. The following is an advisory action in response to the request for reconsideration 
received 10/11/2005. 

2. Applicant's reply has overcome the 35 USC §101 rejections and the 35 USC §1 12, 
second paragraph, rejections of claims 1-12. 

3. AppUcants arguments with regards to the 35 USC §103 rejections have been fully 
considered, but they are not persuasive. In the remarks. Applicant argues that Lesaint et al. (U.S. 
6,578,005) does not teach or suggest an information module providing information to an elevator 
mechanic that is at least one of technical information regarding the elevator system components, 
building information regarding the location of an elevator system, safety information regarding 
at least one procedure to be performed, data regarding the history of elevator system 
performance, a building entry code or trouble shooting information. 

In response to this argument, Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner points out that 
the claim limitation recites "provides at least one type of information to the mechanic, the type 
of information being at least one of technical information regarding the elevator system 
components, building information regarding the location of an elevator system", etc. Therefore, 
only one type of information is required to be provided by the system. Lesaint et al. teaches 
providing the remote mechanic information and instructions regarding the next task to complete, 
such as the location of the building. See figures 1 and 4, column 7, lines 15-30 and 47-60, 
column 9, lines 20-44, column 11, lines 20-30, column 31, lines 25-40. Therefore, Lesaint et al. 
does teach and suggest providing at least the one type of information of building information. 
Examiner points out that Applicant discusses the "providing information" functionality in terms 
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of the capacity of the scheduling algorithm. However, Examiner points out that the claim is not 
recited in the manner argued as the scheduling and the providing information are recited 
separately. If some more specific relationship exists between the scheduling and the providing 
of information, it should be clearly claimed to receive appropriate patentable weight.
